the burdens due to the war should be 
a common burden and equitably shared 
among the allied and associated powera; 
thirdly, in no case must France pay her 
creditors more than she receives from 
Germany. - ’ A 

Arguing .that the second principle is 
by far the most’ important and has a 
juridical basis considerably favorable to 
France, ‘‘so favorable that neither Eng- 
land nor America has ever been able to 
accept it or even to discuss it,” the Petit 
Bleu today prints a long interview with 
M. Marin and insists on the ‘role. his 
report may play in the’ French. Parlla- 
ment, 

“If the basis of sharing in common

M. Marin, “I do not believe we shall 
have to pay anything.

LAUZANNE TALKS BY RADIO. 


Pleads for Debt Agreement That 
Will. Be Fair to France. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Stéphane 
Lauzanne, editor of Le Matin of Paris, 
‘spoke by radio: tonight on the French 
debt. His speech was broadcast from 
stations WRC, Washington; WGY, 
‘Schenectady, and WJZ, New York. M. 
Lauzanne said in part: 

‘"There is no doubt at all that some of 
you—many of you—have been somewhat 
puzzled by the French proposal regard- 
ing the ¢>ttlement of the debt. 

“Ridiculous, inadequate, and perhaps 
incomprehensible are the mildest terms 
applied to the French ras laid down 
by M. Caillaux on the table, of the 
Treasury last Thursday. But there is 
no doubt‘ also that the French public, 
as far as I know it, must have been 
astounded by the figures M, Caillaux 
was offered yesterday. Enormous, tre- 
mendous, unbearable have been the 
epithets ‘coming from French lips when 
on ay the people of France heard 
them at they were to for sixty- 
two years annually from .000,000 to 
$100,000,000 to the United ‘States, the 
whole amounting to $5,000,000,000. 

“T personally know what is the Amer- 
ican feeling. I know that many Ameri- 
eans who are sincerely and honestly 
friends of my country share- these views 
and are convinced that in paying our 
debts France is rendering service to 
herself. 

“The other feeling—the French feeling 
—must also he considered. .The French 
say: ‘Do not ask us to pay at once an 
enormous annuity, and do not ask 
France to pay interest to the last red 
cent. Also let France have the assur- 
ance that if, at any time in the future, 
for no fault of hers, her capacit y, to pay 
should be seriously curtailed, that you 
would be willing to reconsider the con- 
tract which is going to be signed.’ 

“Let us reach an agreement which 
would be fair. France must pay. France 
shall pay. But do not forget that our 
debt is not an ordinary debt and do not 
treat her as an ordinary debtor. Make 
her pay only what is reasonable, and in 
payments let us not forget our 
friendship.”

The Colonel said the air force itself in 
peace times, exclusive of the army and 
navy, would be composed of 1,000 ser- 
vice planes, 2,200 officers and 20,500 
men. He argued that a secretary for 
national defense should coordinate with 
the army, navy and air force, and that 
the three would balance one another, 
something in the way the Federal legis- 
lative and judicial departments do in 
the civil Government under one Presi- 
dent. 

“There could’-neither be a tie vote,”’ 
hé continued, ‘‘as between the army and 
navy, nor an interlocking directory 
against aviation.”’ 


Appgals to the Peaple. 


‘In the longest of the several chapters 
of nis prepared statement read to the 
board at the two sessions held today, 
Colonel Mitchell amplified his publicly 
expressed views condemnatodry of the 
present military and naval system, and 


his insistence that there should be a 
department of national defense, with 
the Air Service included in it but strict- 
ly separate from and independent of the 
army ahd navy. Nothing had come of 
setarts before Congress to rectify the 
conditions of which he complained, he 
said, and so, ‘‘with our aeronautical 
condition growing constantly worse, 
with our ‘Air Service falling to pieces in 
material and personnel and in the con- 
ception of its use, we have appealed to 
the President and the American people 


to hear our cause.’’ 

Colonel Mitchell asserted that air 
power had completely changed the 
method of applying military power, 
“‘No surface vessels can exist wherever 
air forces from land bases are able to 
attack them,’” he continued, and future 
naval arrangements would be confined 
for offensive purposes ‘‘to vessels capa- 
ble of diving below the surface of the 
water to conceal themselves from view 


and at : 

‘As aircraft.are able to dominate com- 
pletely the surface of the water within 
heir radius of operations,’’ he added, 
“it will be impossible to transport great 
numbers of men and masses of material 
in surface vessels across sea areas in- 
war until complete control of the air is 
obtained.’’ 

The United States was open to attack 
by air, according to Colonel Mitchell, 
who said: 

“‘At the present time the balance of 
power in Europe is such that only one 
nation could hope with any measure 
success, either by itself or in combina- 
tion th others, to effect an invasion 
ef this country across the water. « * This 
is Great Britain.’ 

Although it might be unthinkable that 
America would have any trouble with 
the British Government, said Colonel 
Mitchell,.it was “the main reason that 
our defenses on the Atlantic are neces-

Under 
the most. severe -conditions that we can 
expect, which would be a combination 
of European powers headed by Great 
Britain—improbable in the extreme, but 
possible—our great defense to keep our 
land and the air over.it inviolate is an 
airforce based in the triangle Chicago- 
Bangor-Chesapeake Bay. This is why 
we. carried out manoeuvres along the 
Atlantic Coast in 1923 and flew with all 
our bombardment aviation in this coun- 
try, consisting of twenty-one airplanes, 
cone Ceeneoonne Bay up to Bangor, 
Me., in a day.’ 

Taking up the defense of the Panama 
Canal, Colonel Mitchell concluded that 
a European combination against Amer- 
fea, with England leading, could use 
Jamaica as a base of aircraft operations 


ee the canal. 

e then considered this portion of the 
national defense in the event of war 
with Japan, whose aspirations, he said, 
“are to control all ingress and egress 
to the continent of Asia and to hold 
Asia for the Asiatics—a perfectly laud- 
able ambition.” 

“It is not by way of Honolulu,” said 
Colonel Mitchell, “‘that an adversary is 
coming to this country, because the 
broad sea area is too great to insure 
the safety of surface vessels against air 
and submarine attack. 
quired to defend ourselves against an 
Asiatic power, or combination of Asiatic 
powers led by Japan, their line of opera- 
tions would certainly extend north along 
the Kurile Islands to Kamchatka and 
across the Bering Sea to Alaska by way 
of the Aleutians and Bering Strait. 

“If properly organized, our defense in 
this area is easy. Canada is as much 
exposed to this danger as we are our- 
selves, and Canada looks to this country 
for protection in an. eventuality of this 
kind, rather than to Great Britain. Air- 
ways certainly should be provided for 
through Canada to Alaska, 


For Understanding With Canada. 


“tf we are menaced from Asia, we 
must provide ourselves with adequate 
submarine and aircraft protection—an 
army to hold the land, submarines to 
operate in the sea, and aircraft in the 
air. Under these conditions a distinct 
understanding with Canada is a perfectly 
logical and sensible thing, one in accord- 
ance with all our traditions and our 


position in the Northern Hemisphere. 
We must thoroughiy understand and 
know that we are representatives of the 
white people in the Western Sea. We 
are the only ones who can uphold the 
civilization of the whites on the broad 
Pacific; and whether or not a contest is 
imminent, or ‘ever will be, we cannot 
sacrifice the possibility of a blotting out 
of our European culture by an inade- 
quate preparation.”’ 

Considering measures to protect the 
United States from attack on the Pa- 
cific, Colonel Mitchell went on: 

**] personally do not believe our navy 
of today is a means of controlling the 
surface of the sea or a means of pro- 
tecting our coasts, or is a means of 
carrying offensive -operations against 
any other country,, or has much value 
except for the submarines and some of 
the small craft that it contains. The 
navy’s mission should be to control the 
sea areas of communication over the 
surface of the sea and under the sea, 
from a line paralleling the coast beyond 
the range of missile throwing weapons 
or aircraft acting from shore bases. 

“This does not mean that the navy 
should not have airplanes. They should 
have all the airplanes they could use 
effectively. It does not mean that they 
should not operate 100 miles from the 
coast, but it does mean if they have to 
come in that close they‘ought te come 
under the command of the element 
charged with the defense of the land 
area, because that is within aircraft 
range from the shores.” 


Urges Promotion by Selection. 


An argument in favor of giving the 
President the right to promote army 
officers by selection was advanced by 
Colonel Mitchell, who held that the 
present system placed ‘‘mossback’’ offi- 
cers in the ‘ranks.

Puts Fault on Non-Flying Officers. 

“‘What is the fundaméntal reason that 
this has come to pass? It is that air 
matters are entrusted to the army and 
the navy, which are handled and gov- 
erned and dominated by non-flying of- 
ficers. They not only: know next to 
nothing about aviation, but regard it 
merely as an auxiliary of their present 
activities and not as a main force in 
the nation’s military equipment. Their 
testimony regarding air matters is al- 
most. wo ess—sometimes more serious 
thar this. 

“Those in the army regard any air 
units as auxiliaries to the infantry in 
its role of advancing against the 
enemy. Those in the na regard it 
as an auxiliary in’ maintaining the bat- 
tleships on the high seas. - 

“The science of war on the ground 
has come to an impasse—the art of 
war on the sea with the use of the 
submarine has rendered the control of 
surface sea lanes of communication by 
surface vessels an impossibility. The 
only improvement in the means and 
methods of prosecuting. war, ameliorat- 
ing wars, and finishing wars at pres- 
ent visible will come through the air 
and under the sea.’ 

Asking why the conditions which he 
alleged to exist had not been remedied, 
Colonel Mitchell answered himself, say- 
ng: 

‘‘Because the voice of the‘air is smoth- 
ered before it is heard, and because 
there are no governing heads in the 
army or navy who are flying officcrs 
and know the business or are capable 
of giving an accurate opinion on it, Not 
one General in the line of the army out- 
side of aviation, and not one Admiral in 
the line of the navy are really air offi- 
cers, and *even if they were they would 


think of the army first and then avia- 
tion, or the navy first and then aviation. 


Declares Present Officers Unfit. 
“Among the regular members of the 
army General Staff there has been only 


one flying officer, and he is assigned to 
the section that looks after housing the 
army. All of these army and navy offi- 
cers are psychologically unfit to repre~ 
sent what our aviation should be before 
the people, thé Congress, or the Air Ser- 
vice itself. In the case of the army 
they are organized to handle masses of 
men, the highest mentality as well as 
the lowest. The psychology by which 
these people must be controlled is that 
of the mob, manifesting for the most 
part the primal instincts of man when, 
lost to all other restraints, he falls on 
his enemy with hig teeth, hands and 
feet and attempts to destroy them, 

“In the navy the basic idea is the pro- 
tection and maintenance of the battle- 
ship and not aviation, which is driving 
the battleship off the’ water and which 
is a constant menace to their ancient 
organization and influence.’’ 

Maintaining that ‘‘in aviation we deal 
with the individual,’’ Colonel Mitchell 
told of the difficulties in getting good 
pilots and good aviation mechanics, Of 
young men at West Point or Annapolis, 
he said, ‘‘probably not more than 35 per 
cent. can pass the physical qualifications 
for an aviator.’’ Instead of having avia- 
tion needs explained by Admirals and 
Generals, ‘‘selected on the principle of 
‘Tag. you're it; go and talk to Congress 
about aviation,” he declared, such mat- 
ters must be handled by air men. 

“This,’’ said Colonel Mitchell, ‘‘is the 
basic trouble with the whole proposition, 
The chorus and understudies attached 
to these old institutions trim their sails 
to suit the favoring winds of future ad- 
vancement in the established systems. 
No important new development and no 
future can be hoped for jn a system of 
this kind. It harks back for precedent 
to Noah and the ark, to Alexander at 
Arbela and to the war in France.

“During the past year a great many 
statements. have been made that the 
anti-aircraft artillery is improving,”’ the 
Colonel agid, -‘‘and that the results now 
would be different from those that oc- 
ourred during the war. This is most 
decidedly not the case. The improve- 
ments made,-which amount to little, are 
nothing in comparison with the improve- 
ments ie in airplanes, in their speed, 
their ability to climb high in the air, to 
make little noise and to conceal them- 
selves from view. Anti-aircraft posi- 
tions can be attacked directly by ajir- 
planés so as to nullify their fire and 
may be covered by smoke clouds or gas 
clouds, Airplanes themselves may shoot 
them up with machine guns or with 
bombs dropped in their vicinity, either 
by the gliding method or ‘directly. 

“The only defense against aircraft is 
by hitting the enemy first, just as far 
away from home as possible. The idea 
of defending the country against air 
attack by machine guns or anti-aircraft 
cannon from the ground is absolutely 
incapable of being carried out.” 


Urges Continuing Development. 


Unéer the caption ‘‘The Obtaining of 
the Aircraft and Equipment for the 
Fliers’’ Colonel Mitchell went into mi- 
nute details of what was required, in his 
opinion, to develop the construction of 
aircraft. A continuing policy of aircraft 
development should be adopted, he con- 
tended, to keep our system apace with 
that of other powers.

To prepare for war, he added, ‘‘we 
must project our vision at least seven 
years ahead of time to see what is 
necessary.”’ 


Lieut, Col. Fouleis Backs Patrick Plan. 


Preceding Colonel Mitchell as a wit- 
ness was Lieut. Col. Foulois, who an- 
nounced hig complete agreement with 
the suggestions of General Patrick -for 
an army air force separate from the reg~- 
ular establishment. Colonel Foulols 
placed full responsibility for the present 
status of aviation on the War Depart- 
ment General Staff, so far as the Army 
Air Service was concerned. 

Colonel Foulois recounted many diffi- 


culties of the last sevent>en years, start- 
ing with the first contract of the Gov- 
ernment with the Wright brothers, when 
men flying were considered either 

“crazy or fools.’’ The Government al- 
lowed, him $150 in 1910 for ‘‘teaching 
himself how to fly.” 

As Chief of the Air Forces abroad, 
Colonel Foulois continued to experience 
difficulties. Request was made for 
30,000 men by June 30, 1918, and approx- 
imately two-thirds of the total air 
strength was turned over to other proj- 
ects, and as a result,” the Colonel said, 
‘the = forces never had enough per- 
sonnel during the war to meet all the 
demands made of them.” 

Colonel Foulois said that reactionary 
clauses were written all the time into 
legislation. affecting aviation. 

“Go back over ithe history of legisla- 
tion,’’ he added, ‘‘and you will not find 
that one single staff officer of the 
United States army has contributed to 
the development of the air service. The 
development has been by men engaged 
in this work with no assistance from 
the General Staff,’’ 

He alleged that the General Staff, 
through lack of vision or information, 
had failed to appreciate the value of 
this new military arm. 

“It should have been recognizeé fifteen 
years ago,’’ the Colonel went on. “If 
special preference had been given to 
aviation there is not the slightest doubt 
that the United States, at the outbreak 
of the war, would have had as good an 
air service as any other country.” 


Declares Teamwork Lacking.

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—Publication here 
tonight of the German, French and Brit- 
ish notes on the security conference and 
the question of war responsibility was 
almost as unexpected as German's sud- 
den public denial of her war guilt last 
Saturday, The attitude of the British 
and Frenth inspires dark forebodings at 
Berlin. Foreign Minister Stresemann is 
understood to be deeply depressed by the 
categorical. rejection with which Ger- 
many’s denial of culpability assigned 
her the Versailles treaty is received 
by allied powers. 

It is being debated at Wilhelmstrasse 
tonight whether an answer must be 
fortheoming to the curiosity voiced by 
the British Government as to why the 
Reich should see fit to raise the ques- 
tion’ of war guilt at this time. If Ber- 


lin deems it necessary to reply to this 
implied query the end {gs not in sight. 

What -is certain is that German Na- 
tionalists will not welcome the Franco- 
British observations. It remains to be 
seen whether the Allies repulsion of the 
German thesis will lead the Junker fac- 
tion to bring fresh pressure to bear on 
the Luther Cabinet in opposition to re- 
alization of the security compact. 

All that Wilhelmstrasse sees fit to 
communicate tonight regarding its posi- 
tion is that the German delegation will 
leave Berlin on Saturday night for Lo- 
carno and that there may be a private 
conversation between Stresemann .and

The overnight shift in the complex sit- 
uation resultant from presentation of 
the Reich’s verbal—which is diplomatic 
language for written—noete at the allied 
capitals on Saturday is due, it is alleged 
in official quarters here, not to the Ger- 
man attitude but to that of the allies in 
general and Briand, French Foreign 
Minister, in particular. By thus laying 
blame for publication of the note, and 
the possibly perilous consequences aris- 
ing therefrom, on the Entente powers, 
Germany doubtless seeks to escape cen- 
sure for having provoked a more or less 
acrimonious international controversy.

Tomorrow the already complicated sit- 
uation becomes doubly confounded by 
the arrival of Tchitcherin, Russia’s Com- 
missary for Foreign Affairs. The dic- 
tator of the Soviets’ policies abroad 
comes here with success at Warsaw in 
hig wake. All reports received from the 
Polish capital stress the amicable char- 
acter of the parleys between Tchitcherin 
and the Polish Government. Beginnings 
of a Russo-Polish rapprochement, if not 
of a far-reaching entente, are discerned 
in the German” press. 

Poland is quite willing, it is thought 
here, to pAb ove B a security compact 
with the Soviets, an arrangement which 
might seriously interfere with British 
projects for isolating Russia. 

Dr, Stresemann confers with M. 
Tchitcherin tomorrow afternoon and it 
is taken for granted in official quarters 
that every effort to throw a monkey 
wrench into the machinery of the West- 
ern security negotiations will be exerted 
by the Russian statesman.

The black hand has touched the centre 
of each bunch of grapes~red and golden 
yellow when ripe—and turned them 
black, . It is a rare disease, and recurs 
only at long intervals. The smitten fruit 
and berries, instead of being red or 
golden yellow and ripe for harvest, are 
blackened in the centre and utterly unfit 
for use. The disease is baffl the 
scientists at the laboratory at Rheims. 
All are afflicted alike. The vintage of 
1925 is a complete failure. Prices will 
advance, but not prohibitively. 

“As a curious offset there is a bumper 
wheat crop, and that has always hap- 


laid on the grapes.

In disposi- 
tion. Covey is an Eskimo. As_ there 
is every reason to believe that Covel- 
eskie will be just as effective in the 
series as he has been all year, much of 
the Senators’ success depends on his 
seasoned right arm.

At the Conference on China. 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 

Permit me to éxpress my appreciation of 
the full and usually fair reports of the Con- 
ference on American Relations with Cifina. I 
wish to correct certain inaccuracies contained 
in ‘the a¢count which appeared in THE 
Times of Sunday, Sept. 20. This account 
names several gentlemen and myself the 
“Liberal” group who were seeking ‘“‘to oust 
the committee in charge’’ and .‘‘to upset’’ the 
policy of this committee. 

There was not the slightest foundation for 
such a statement. Several times I referred 
to my desire to cooperate and help the Ad- 
ministrative Committee. The others are well 
able to speak for themselves as to their mo- 
tives. My motion to appoint a committee to 
consider the advisability of drafting a state- 
ment of. views rding extraterritoriality 
and. other special, privileges was intended to 
help the Administrative Committee in guiding 
the conference. This motion was voted down 
partly through misunderstanding and partly 
through apprehension on the part of some 
that any attempt to arrive at agreements 
might have detrimental effects in China, 
Thé defeat of my motion did not, of course, 
indicate in any way that the conference was 
opposed to the abolition of special privileges 
to foreigners in China. It was merely a 
vote against the expediéncy of giving formal 
expression to any views, either favorable or 
unfavorable: 

It was evident at all times that an over- 
whelming majority of the delegates favored 
the abrogation of extraterritoriality and all 
other special privileges in QChina, although 
great divergences of opinion as to when and 
how were equally evident.

One reads that, after an interval of sev- 
eral. years, the Treasury Department is 
again issuing two-dollar bills. It is reported 
that a certain saving bank has’ arranged to 
add 50 cents to each new deposit account 
that is opened’ with one of them. A Wash- 
ington. newspaper is pie Roa cy a campaign 
in their: behalf. 

That they are unpopular is indubitable, 
Those who. dislike them say they are un- 
lucky, or else that they are apt to be paid out 
for. one-dollar bills by mistake. The former 
reason ig nonsense. ‘The latter should. hold 
equally good of a five-dollar bill. It might 
prevail with blind folk; but ‘‘sighted’’ people 
(ag the blind call them) usually glance at a 
bill before parting with it, Personally, I like 
the twos aswell as the. ones; and—nothing 
being filthier than filthy lucre—I ‘almost in- 
variably get new. bills of the smallest de- 
nominations at the bank, thereby lessening 
the risk of receiving soiled change. when I 
pay them.out.

From 
that: position he progressed swiftly and 
steadily to the top ranks of parliamen- 
cary councils, holding portfolios in vari- 
ous Ministries, and distinguishing him- 
self’ continuously -by his vast knowledge 
of affairs and parliamentary skill. The 
highest offices were always within his 
grasp, but he often preferred the position 
of counselor and adviser behind the 
scenés to-a more conspicuous post in the 
open area. In 1912 he declined to be a 
j eandidate:- for the Presidency of the Re- 
publics. The last high offices held by him 
was that of President: of the Senate,

More than by reason of any position 
he held in any Ministry, M. Bourgeois in 
the final years of his career, distin- 
guished principally hy his ardent’ devo- 
tion and enormous activity on behalf of 
the whole idea of the e of Na- 
tions.

F..N. Shepherd, executive manager of 
the association, asked permission of the 
President to read the following telegram 
from Congressman Louis T. McFadden, 
Chairman of the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency:

Recog- 
nizing the fact that much misunder- 
standing and confusion have arisen re- 
garding the bill affecting legal reserves 
and deposits of gold with Federal Re- 
serve Banks in exchange for Federal 
Reserve’ notes, &c., I: have definitely 
decided nét to introduce this bill at the 
coming session of Congress until after 
H.R. 8887:has been passed and finally! 
disposed of, as it is evident that the’ 
opponents of H. R. 8887 are attempting 
to confuse the two bills for the purpose 
of defeating the latter. bill, 

‘This should not be done, and I 
thought it was made plain in a state- 
ment which I.made during the closing 
days of ‘the last session of Congress 
wherein it -was stated definitely that 
R. 12453 was heing introduced -for 
the purpose of crn ue forth a’ dis- 
cussion by the bankers of the country on 
the various subjects covered by the sev- 
eral paragraphs of the bill.

“The bill H. R. 8887, which was passed 
at the last Shahin of Congress, amends 
the Federal Reserve and Nation es 
acts in some twenty different ins 
tending to broaden the opportunities soa 
national banks.

Symposium on Means to 
Conserve: Output. : 


In an effort to learn the truth about 
the nation’s oi) resources, the American 
Chemical Society began a four-day 
Symposium. on motor fuel and oi} con- 
servation yesterday. at the. Chemists’ 


Cc, QO. Johns of the Standard Oil Com- 


Mackenzie, consulting chemist of the 
Texas Oil Company, made the addréss, 

‘ “There is believed to be no immediate 
danger of exhaustion of crude petroleum 
in the United States, with a resulting 
cessation in the production of gasoline,” 
said Mr. Mackenzie. .“‘There are, more- 
over, enormous oil reserves elsewhere 
in the world, part of which, at least, 
will be available for our use. 

“However, petroleum resources, both 
in’ this country. and elsewhere, are not 
being replenished at the rate at which 
they are being withdrawn. The con- 
servation of these resources is a sub- 
ject worthy of serious consideration. 
Great strides have been made by the 
oll industry in increasing the percent- 
age of gasoline obtainable from crude 
petroleum by mieang of cracking, and 
actual losses; both in the productidn 
and refining of. petroleum : products, 
have’ been reduced to a very small 
tigure. 

“Future conservation is largely up to 
the consumer, by securing greater effi- 
clency: in ‘the gasoline he uses, and 
thus reducing the consumption .for a 


given amount of work performed. This’! | 
can be accomplished by the individual 
consumer, first, by using every care to 
prevent excessive consumption of gaso- 
line in. his car, and second, by demand- 
ing ‘of the automotive manufacturers 
that more efficient motors be manufac- 
tured.
